For too long. It has been demonstrated 
that there )s no point In maintaining courts 
and law enforcement nRenclos It their fune- 
tlons arc to be nullified repeatedly by elec- 
tive officials si'ivlng on pardon boards, The 
ease with which many crlminflls have been 
released. In a number of cases to continue 
their careers of crime, speaks clociucnlly for 
Itself. 

It seems only logical that on previous oc- 
casions when the Johnston casB was up 
for consideration, Atty. Gen. Sert H. Miller 
would have voted definitely yes or no, with- 
out all his tisitnl qualifications, had there 
been no doubts in his mind as to Johnston's 
guilt or Innocence, or no concern over the 
political reactions that may have been in- 
volved. 

Why should Bert Miller go to nil the trouble 
of getting out an advanced mlmeograplied 
explanation of his reasons for declclhiR to 
vote In lavor ot a pardon aUcr he had con- 
Blstently voted "no"? 

Why did he send this advance information 
to n selected group of weekly newspapers. In- 
stead of rclcaslUK 11 to all the newspapers 
and press associations at the .same time? 

WheiJ the story broke ahead of time, why 
did he llrst rcluso to comment, then say 
that nothing regarding the story had gone 
his signature, and finally admit full 
responsibility for the mimeographed port- 
__follo and lis accompanying loiter? 

If there is any individual in the state 
who should encourage respect for the courts, 
law and order, it's- the attorney general. But 
he and Secretary of State George H. Curtis 
have taken it upon theni.sclves to pass final 
Judgment contrary to the verdict resulting 
(rom two trials In district court nnd three 
appeals to the state supreme court. 

To demonstrate our contention that a 
state pardon board comprl.sed of indlvid- 
.nals elected to political office .should not have 
tlic_powcr to repudiate the courts, let's ad- 
mit that Miller and Curtis were conscientious 
In voting to pardon Johnston. 

Will they now go to as much trouble In 
trying to bring the teal murderer lo JutitScc. 
or will the killing of George Olsen be sloughed 
off as another unexpiated crime? 

Releasing Johnston doesn't atone for the 
murder by any means oven if he was Innocent 
and served time In prison for a crime he 
didn't commit. 

But now thai they hav^ taken It Into their 
own hands to determine Justice so far as 
Johnston Is concerned, let's see If the at- 
torney general and the secretary of state will 
continue to take It into their own , hands In 
getting Justice for the man who was mur- 
dered. 

. In any event, It oil raises a question that's 
not entirely illogical: What's the use of main- 
taining a costly court system; why not try 
all criminal cases before the pardon board 
In the fhrst place? 



SCHOOLING 
- ■ There are more than a million less young- 
sters In the public high schools this year than 
there were two years ago, the U. S. olflce ol 
education reports.
